[Conclufisn of Mr Erfkine’s fpeech from our laft.) 

[Mr Fesxine having difeufled the evidence of the principal witneffes 
of the Crown, as is confined in former papers, went through the 
remainder of them, and afterwards laid open to the Jury the de- 
fence of Lorp Geonce, as ariling out of the teftimony of the wit- 
nefles called to fupport his café; which to iafert, without breaking 
it and deftroying the connection, would take up feveral papers ; but 
the fcllowing recapitulation of it, with which he concluded his ad- 
drefs to the Jury, gives a {trong idea of the whole.] 

, GenTLemeN, 

YOU have now heard, upon the folemn gathsof difinterefted men, 
a faithful hiftory of the conduct of Lord George Garden, from the 

day thit he became a member of the Proteftint Affociation, to the 
day that he was committed a prv@aer to thé Tower. And I have no 
doubt, from the attention with which | have,beca honoured from the 
beginning, that you have ftil! kept in -your minds the principles to 
which f intreated you would apply it, and that you have meafured it all 
by that ftandard. 

You have now therefore only to.look back to the whole of it toge- 
ther, to refieét'on all you have heard concerning him; to trace him in 
your recolleétion thrdugh every part of the tranfadiion, and, confider- 
iny it with one manly libera! view,ste ask your own hott hearts, 
Wither you can fay, that the noble and unfortunate youth is a wic- 
ked and deliberate traitor, who deférves by your verdif&t to fuf- 
fer a fhameful and ignominious death, ard to ttain the ancieat honour 
of his houfe for ever? 

The crime that the Crown would have fixed upon him is, That he 
aflemBled the Protcftant Affociation raund the bfoy’c, of Commons, 
not merely ‘oinflacnce and perfeade Partiament ty the™carne2ucfi of their 
application, but a€tually to cocrcedt®by hoftiis rebellions force ; that, 
finding himfelf difappointed in the fuccefs of that coegcion, he after- 
wards incited his followers to abolith the legal indulgences to Papifts, 
which the objeé& of the petition was to repeal, by the burning of their 
houfes of worthip, and the deftruction of thcir property, which ended 
at [a(t in a general attack on the property of all orders of men, religious 
and civil, on the public treafures of the nation, and on the very being 
of the government. 

To fupport a charge of fo attrocious and unnatural a complexion, the 
laws of the moft arbitrary nations would require the molt incontrover- 
tible proof; cither the villain muft have been taken in the overt a& of 
wickednefs; or, if he worked in feeret-ou others, his guilt mut have 
been brought out by the confiftent tenor of his conduét, or by the diti+ 
covery of {cme plot or confpiracy. The very worlt inquifitor that ever 
dealt in blood, would vindicate the tortuite, ab leaft by plaufibility, and 
the femblance of truth. 4 2 

What evidence then will a Jury of Eaglffimen_cxpet from the fer- 
vants of the Crown: of England, before they de'ivér up a brother ac- 
cufed before them to ignominy and death? What proof will their 
confciences require? What will their plain and nvanly underftandings 
accept of ? What does the immemorial cuitom of their fathers, and 
the written Jaw of this land, warrant them in demanding? Nothing 
lef3 in any cafe uf. blood, than the cleareft and moft wnequivocal proof; 
but inthis cafe; the ad has not even trutied to-the humanity and ju- 
fiice of our general lav, but has faid in plain, rough, expreflive terms, 
proveat/y, That is, fays Lord Coke, not upon conjetiural prcfumptions, or 
inferences, or (trains of wit, but upon direét and plain proof. For, 
the King, Lords, and Commons (continues that great lawyer) did not 
ufe the word prodably; for then common argument might have ferved, 
but proveadly, which fgnifies the highett force of demonitration. And 
what evidence, Gentlemen of the Jury, does the Crown offer to you, 
in compliance with thefe found and facred do€trines of juftice? A few 
broken, interrupted, disjointed words, without context or connection, 
uttered by the fpeaker in agitation and heat, and heard by thofe who 
relate them to you in the’ midit of tumult and confufion ; and even 
thofe words, mutilated as they are, im direét oppofition to, and incon- 
filtent with repeated and earneft declarations delivered at the very fame 
time, and on the very fame dccafion, related to you by a much great- 
er number of perfons, and abfolutely incompatible with the whol: te- 
nor of his conduét, proved to you by re‘pectable witnelles whom we on- 
ly ceafed calling, becanfe human lite would have bee: tvo thort to hear 
the remainder. 

What can be added to fuch obfervatious, which, even if they were 
lefs clear, carry their own explanation in every one of your minds? 
Which of us all, Gentlemen, would be fafe, flanding at the bar of 
God’or man, if we were not to be judged, not by the regular current of 
our lives and converiatioits, but by detached aod unguarded expretfions, 
picked out by malice, and recorded without context or citcumftances 
again us, theugh direétly incdnfiftent with other expreffions delivered 
at the fame time on the fame fubieét, and the’ repugnant to the whole 
tenor of our deportment and behaviour? Yet fuch is the only evidence 
on which the Crown afks you to dip your hands, andto {tain your con- 
{ciences in the fonocent blood of the noble and unfortunate youth who 
ftands before you. On the fingle evidence of the words which you have 
heard from tieiv witdefles, ( for why. but words have you heard?) which, 

even if (icy had ttood untonrrowerted. by the proofs with which we 

have fwallowed them up, pr explained by cicamftances which de- 
troy their majority, could not, at tle very wortt, amount in law to 
more than a breach ef the aft of tcomultuows pecitioiny, if fach an act 

(till exifts; fince.the wait melicolef his csemies have not been able to 

bring out one fiigle witnefs to fay, that he ever directed, conatenanced, 

or approved rebellious force, againit the legilatauve of his countiy; yet, 
withont which eviden’e, it is Hnpofjste to make a cae of treaion, by 
the moft ilruined and romantic conffaaion. It is, indeed, aftcnithing 
tome, that men can keep the natural colour in theie checks, when

vidence of all that blood that has paid the foffeit of that guilt already; 
an evidence that I will take upon me te fay, is the ftrongeit and matt 
unanfwerable that the combination of natural events ever Srouzht to- 
gether for the thield of a guiltlefs man. That in the trjal of all that 
black catalogue which expired on the gibbets, though ¢ondutted by the 
ableft fervants of the Crown, with an eye, and with a laudable -eye to 
the inveftigation of the caufe of the fubje& of to-day—no one fact ape 
peared, which fhewed any plan,. any object, any leader. «That out of 
forty-four thoufand perfons, who figned the_petition of the Proteftants 
—not one out of all that number was to be found among thoftwho 
were_conviéted, tried, or even. taken up on fifpicion, And that out 
of all the felons who were Ict loofe from prifons, and who affitted ia 
the deftruction and-plunder of our property, not a fingle wreteh was to 
be found who coukl even attempt to fave his swn life, by the-plaufible 
promife of giving evidence on the prefent occafion, 

Gentlemen, what éan overtarn jvch a proof as this? Sufely a good 
man might, without iuperilition, believe, that fuch an tnion of events 
was fomething more than the natural iffues of life, and that the Provi- 
dence of God was watchfal for the, protection of infhocence and truth ; 
I may now, therefore, rélieve you from ‘the pain. of Hearing me aniy 
longer, and be myfelf relieved from the pain of fpeaking on a fubj. & 
which agitates and diftrefles me—fince Lord George m ftands 
clear of every hoitile aét or. purpofe againtt the Legillature of his coua- 
try, or the propertiesof his fellow-fabjeéts.—fince the whole tenor of his 
conduét repels the belief of the traiterous purpofe charged by the in- 
dictment, my tafk is finifhed ; 1 thall make vo addrefS to. your paffions; 

I will! not remind you of the long.and rigorous intprifoament he has 
fatfered ; I will not fpeak to-you of his great youth, of his Whulttious 
birth, and of his anifermly animated and generous zeal in, Parliament, 
for the conflitution of his country, Such topics migiit be afetul in the 
balance of a doubtful caie; yet even then, 1 thould have trafted

The joy. we feel derives a particular relith from this, that it is not 
to us, or to the body which we reprefent ; but it is univerfal 
among all ranks ard orders of people.

We were fully perfuaded, by every thing 
that fell under. our obfervation, of your Lordfhip’s fteady regard for 
the true intereft and welfare of yourcountty, of your firm attachment 
to the principles of the glorious Revolution, and our happy conftitu- 
tien, of your zeal for the Proteftant intereft, and the Proteftant fuc- 
ceffion to the Crown in the, illuftrious family upon the throne ; which, 
when maintained in that infeparab'e union, that the fundamental laws 
of the kingdom have joined them, we confider, as our fathers before 
us did, to be, under God, the great bulwark of the civil and religious 
rights and liberties of thefe nations. 

With fuch impreflions upon our minds, we could not but be, and 
we always were confident of your Lotdthip’s innocence ; and that no 
aceufation that could be brought againft you would be fupported with 
truth and fair evidence. 

We have, urdoubted preof, that the late horrible outrages, in the

But to God himfelf we aferibe all the g'ory of your Lordhip’s deli- 
werance, and we hope we may, without enthufiafm, confider it as a 
fignal mark of his proteétion and. appearance for- the caufe of truth, 
and a gracious aniwer to the many fervent prayers which were put up 
in behalf of your Lordship, and are now fuceeeded by thankfyiving and 

raifes, for. the great falvation the Almighty has wrought for you by 

is own hand. 

The fame gracious God who covered your head in the day of danger, 
is able amply te repay whatever isdone or fuffered in his fervice. -We 
truft your Lordthip will never think you can ferve a better matter.- It 
is our earneft wifhthat he may honour you to be an eminent inftru- 
ment in his hand, of advancing- his caufe and intereft in the world,— 
of promoting the feal advantage of your country,—and the general 
happinefs of mankind. Encouraged by the promifing pledges of your 
early years, we pleafe ourfelves with the flattering expectation, that 
your Lordthip will ever cfteem it the noble(t ambition, the trueft 

fs, and the brighteft charaéter, to thine as a good man, a good 
citizen, a Gincere Chriftian, and a real patriot. 
us, my Lord, if we intereft onrfelves, in the warmeft man- 

ner, in your Lordthip’s future happinefS and honour. We can with 
the moft folemn truth fay, ‘* Fhe vows of God are upon us” on your 
account ; and we fhall ever ‘‘ render praifes to him, becaufe he has de- 
livered your fouk from death 2” Our confidence alfo is, that he will at 
all times “ deliver your feet from falling,” that you may.“ walk be- 

“ fore God in the light of the living.”~ May the richeft bleffings of 

ce and grace be yotr portion and inheritance! And may the 

divine goodnefs never forfake your noble family and relations, whofe 

tender fympathy and affeétion haye been fo anxioully employed te foft- 

en your diftrefs, and extricate you from danger! Let not any further 

fervice we can do he unacceptable to your Lordthip: And permit us 

to aflure you, that nothing thall be wanting on our part to alleviate 
your fafferings, or lighten your burden.
